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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES 


To  the  members  of  the  Pennsylvania  Museum  and  School  of  Indus- 
trial Art: 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  year  ending  May 
May  31,  1923,  is  respectfully  submitted  by  the  President. 

The  reports  of  the  Director  of  the  Museum  and  of  the  Princi- 
pal of  the  School  will  relate  in  detail  the  operations  of  those 
departments. 

Mr.  Langdon  Warner,  Director  of  the  Museum  since  1917, 
resigned  from  that  position  May  1,  1923,  to  engage  in  field  work 
in  China  under  the  auspices  of  Harvard  University.  Already  an 
authority  on  early  Chinese  art,  he  will  undoubtedly  contribute 
to  the  store  of  knowledge  on  that  subject,  and  the  best  wishes 
of  this  institution  go  with  him  in  his  chosen  field  of  labor.  He 
has  accepted  in  this  corporation  the  office  of  Advisor  in  Oriental 
Art  and  will  be  helpful  in  the  future  activities  of  the  Museum  in 
that  direction.  The  Museum  is  indebted  to  him  for  the  excellent 
rearrangement  of  its  collections  and  for  the  high  standard  of 
taste  and  quality  which  actuated  him  and  which  it  is  hoped  will 
remain  as  a  heritage  of  his  Directorship. 

The  Museum  during  the  year  agreed  to  purchase  the  furni- 
ture and  art  objects  collected  by  the  late  Charles  F.  Williams, 
of  Norristown,  Pa.,  a  connoisseur  of  rare  discrimination  and 
judgment,  and  the  collection  now  enriches  the  galleries  at  Memor- 
ial Hall.  Toward  the  cost  of  approximately  $70,000  there  has 
been  so  far  subscribed  and  provided  by  Museum  Funds  one  half 
of  that  amount,  and  it  is  hoped  that  subscriptions  will  shortly 
furnish  the  remainder.  A  museum  can  grow  and  develop  only 
through  the  helpfulness  and  generosity  of  the  citizens  in  the 
community  it  serves. 

The  School  continues  to  improve  in  the  quality  of  the  in- 
struction given  and  in  the  proficiency  reached  by  the  students. 
Many  of  its  graduates  are  now  occupying  positions  of  great  value 
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and  influence,  and  are  making  the  school  favorably  known  all 
over  the  country.  The  practical  combination  of  design  and  craft- 
manship  is  constantly  sought  and  closer  affiliation  with  manu- 
facturers is  invited. 

Mrs.  John  Wister,  whose  death  was  recorded  last  year, 
provided  by  will  the  liberal  sum  of  $5,000  for  prizes  in  the 
Textile  Department. 

Mr.  William  Wood,  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Textile  Depart- 
ment in  1884,  who  has  since  that  year  honored  the  institution 
as  a  Trustee  and  as  a  member  of  the  Instruction  Committee, 
has  generously  given  to  the  Corporation  securities  valued  at 
$20,000,  the  income  from  which  is  to  provide  scholarships  and 
equipment  for  the  Textile  Department.  This  is  a  most  helpful 
benefaction  and  an  encouragement  in  the  work  of  the  school. 

During  the  year  just  ending  a  loss  has  been  suffered  in  the 
death  of  two  Trustees. 

Mr.  James  Butterworth,  a  Life  Member,  was  appointed  to 
the  Board  of  Trustees  by  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania 
in  1903.  He  served  as  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee 
since  1904  and  as  Treasurer  of  the  Corporation  since  1905. 
Always  conscientious  and  careful  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties, 
he  further  manifested  his  interest  in  the  School  through  a  bequest 
for  it  of  $2500. 

Mr.  John  Story  Jenks  died  in  April,  1923.  He  was  a  contrib- 
utor to  the  work  of  the  School  in  1886  and  in  1895  was  elected 
a  Trustee  and  made  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  and 
of  the  Museum  and  Instruction  Committees.  From  1897  to 
1916  he  served  as  Chairman  of  the  Museum  Committee,  was 
elected  a  Patron  Member  in  1903,  became  Vice-President  in 
1905,  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  in  1907,  and  actively 
retained  these  positions  until  his  death.  Throughout  his  long 
career  of  usefulness  to  this  and  to  other  institutions  in  Phila- 
delphia, Mr.  Jenks  was  always  faithful  to  his  duties,  generous  and 
efficient.  With  such  fidelity  he  possessed  also  an  overflowing 
measure  of  the  milk  of  human  kindness  and  will  always  be  remem- 
bered by  his  associates  with  affection  and  respect.     During  his 
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life  he  made  a  contribution  to  the  Corporation  of  SIO.OOO  to 
be  used  for  maintenance,  and  the  Executive  Committee  at  a 
recent  meeting  set  aside  that  amount  from  the  General  Endow- 
ment Fund  as  the  John  Story  Jenks  Fund,  and  his  name  will 
thus  remain  on  the  rolls  of  the  Corporation. 

During  the  year  the  membership  of  the  Corporation  has  been 
increased  by  the  addition  of  eight  (8)  Patron,  twelve  (12)  Fellow- 
ship, twenty-eight  (28)  Life,  twenty-four  (24)  Contributing  and 
682  Annual  Members.  There  have  also  been  transfers  from 
Annual  to  Contributing  and  from  Contributing  to  Life  Member- 
ship. 

The  financial  statement  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  May  31, 
1923,  will  be  shown  fully  in  the  report  of  the  Treasurer.  The  net 
result  is  a  deficit  of  $12, 035.48. 

The  book-keeping  is  on  a  cash  basis  and  the  balance  due 
under  the  appropriation  made  by  the  State  of  Pennsylvania 
cannot  be  included  in  the  reckoning.  Embarrasment  has  been 
caused  the  Institution  by  these  delayed  payments,  but  possibly 
they  have  been  unavoidable  in  the  State  offices.  Much  concern 
has  also  been  caused  the  Trustees  through  the  proposed  budget 
presented  to  the  Legislature  by  the  Governor  of  the  State,  wherein 
the  former  appropriation  of  the  past  two  years  period  of  $112,500 
was  cut  to  $50,000  for  the  ensuing  two  years.  Efforts  have  been 
made  for  a  restoration  of  the  former  amount  and  for  additional 
funds  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  corporation. 

Though  performing  a  valuable  function  for  the  State,  a  great 
part  of  the  expense  of  the  Institution  is  provided  through  sources 
other  than  the  State.  If  the  appropriation  is  to  be  reduced,  cur_ 
tailment  of  the  School  activities  must  necessarily  follow. 

The  total  enrollment  of  the  School  the  past  year  was  1754. 
If  the  accommodations  and  facilities  were  sufficient,  students  in 
more  than  twice  that  number  would  undoubtedly  be  received  and 
provided  with  the  practical  instruction  which  this  institution 
gives.  This  School  is  needed  and  such  training  is  essential  if 
the  State  of  Pennsylvania  is  to  retain  or  to  increase  its  standing 
in  art  industry  and  is  to  compete  successfully  with  European 
markets.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR 
OF  THE  MUSEUM 

To  the  President  and  Trustees  of  the  Pennsylvania  Museum  and 
School  of  Industrial  Art: 

Gentlemen: — ■ 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  the  following  report : 

The  ten  months  covered  by  this  report  show  a  growth  in  the 
Museum  of  a  sort  that  I  believe  will  best  please  you.  Our 
purchases,  our  gifts,  and,  best  of  all,  the  objects  which  have 
been  retired  from  view  show  that  we  have  succeeded  in  gradually 
raising  standards  already  measurably  superior  to  those  of  former 
years. 

The  fact  that  no  less  than  thirty-five  hundred  objects  have 
been  catalogued  by  Miss  Wolf,  with  a  few  months  volunteer 
aid  from  Mr.  Alvan  Eastman,  shows  that  we  are  approaching  the 
time  when  it  will  be  possible  to  move  into  the  new  building  with- 
out confusion  or  loss  of  method. 

Our  library,  the  tool-box  of  the  staff,  has  received  seven 
hundred  additions  which  is  more  than  during  any  other  year  in 
its  history.  Many  books  have  been  weeded  out  and  none  have 
been  accepted  which  do  not  fit  immediately  into  the  uses  of  the 
School  or  the  Museum.  Mrs.  Watts  has  completed  the  entire 
rearrangement  on  the  shelves  and  has  at  the  same  time  made  the 
Wilstach  library  available  and  catalogued  them  both. 

Physical  changes  in  the  arrangement  of  the  Museum  consist 
in  details  not  particularly  obvious  to  the  casual  public.  Improv- 
ments  and  additions  to  the  storage  are  of  course  never  seen  by 
them.  But  in  addition  to  such  things  a  small  room  has  been 
appropriately  painted  and  arranged  for  a  print  room  and  the 
new  department  of  Prints  and  Engravings  was  inaugurated  by  a 
tea  and  a  loan  exhibition  of  old  masters.  Dr.  Bye  has  consented 
to  be  responsible  for  this  new  enterprise  so  long  as  it  does  not 
seriously  interfere  with  his  work  on  the  paintings.     Since  that 
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time  we  have  had  three  other  special  exhibitions.  One,  of  the 
work  of  Mr.  Albert  Sterner,  was  suggested  by  Mrs.  Jasper  Y. 
Brinton,  President  of  the  Print  Club,  who  very  generously  under- 
took to  bear  the  expenses  of  the  opening  tea  on  March  26th. 

An  interesting  and  important  exhibition  of  contemporary 
American  handicraft  was  held  from  Dec.  5,  1922  to  Dec.  26,1922. 
The  collection  had  been  gathered  together  by  the  American  Fed- 
eration of  Art,  but  we  secured  enough  loans  of  objects  made  in 
Philadelphia  to  more  than  double  its  size  and  significance.  De- 
parting from  our  usual  custom,  sales  were  permitted  in  the 
Museum  in  connection  with  this  exhibition,  which  resulted  in 
more  than  a  thousand  dollars  to  the  craftsmen. 

An  extraordinarily  comprehensive  collection  of  Sheffield 
plate  was  lent  by  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Joseph  Torrey  and  opened  to  the 
public  on  April  17,  1922.  Nowhere  in  this  country  nor,  I  am 
told,  in  Europe  can  such  a  comprehensive  exhibition  be  seen; 
nor  is  there  any  other  group  of  this  material  illustrating  so  com- 
pletely the  rise,  flowering  and  decay  of  this  interesting  craft. 

To  continue  with  the  physical  changes  in  the  Museum,  cur- 
tains were  installed  along  the  windows  of  the  whole  south  front 
and,  more  important  still,  shades  were  devised  for  the  north 
textile  gallery  as  a  protection  for  the  collections.  Many  of  the 
less  desirable  objects  have  been  removed  from  exhibition  and 
many  more  would  have  followed  them  if  our  storage  space  had 
been  adequate. 

Dr.  Woodhouse's  summer  purchases  of  English  wood  and 
iron  work  and  a  few  additions  to  the  pottery  collections,  have 
filled  gaps  most  usefully  and  are  gradually  being  published  in  the 
Bulletin.  Mrs.  Woodhouse's  remarkable  find  of  a  unique  and 
complete  piece  of  Mechlin  lace  has  also  been  published  and  has 
caused  much  comment  from  other  Museums  and  from  lace 
collectors.  It,  together  with  Mrs.  Bayard  Henry's  important 
gift  of  a  splendid  piece  of  old  Brussels  lace  chosen  expressly  by 
the  Queen  of  Belgium  for  the  Museum  at  Mrs.  Henry's  suggestion, 
are  the  most  important  additions  to  our  lace  room.     This  depart- 
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ment  was  badly  crippled  by  the  loss  of  Mrs.  Harrison  and  of  Mrs. 
Stevenson:  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  Mrs.  Woodhouse's  rearrange- 
ment will  stimulate  a  fresh  interest  in  the  subject  of  lace  in 
Philadelphia. 

The  largest  and  choicest  collection  of  Cambodian  sculpture 
ever  seen  in  this  country,  or  in  Europe,  was  lent  by  Mr.  C.  T. 
Loo,  of  Paris,  and  opened  to  the  public  in  the  southwest  loggia. 
At  the  dispersal  of  these  objects  specimens  were  secured  by  the 
Metropolitan  Museum,  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  in  Boston  and 
the  Cleveland  Museum  of  Art,  but  the  most  important  and  beauti- 
ful of  all  was  selected  by  Mr.  Tucker  Bispham  who  presented  it  to 
us  in  memory  of  his  mother's  generosity. 

Another  department  of  the  Oriental  collections  has  been  en- 
riched by  Mr.  Ludington  of  the  Museum  Committee  with  a  rare 
and  important  little  terra-cotta  head  from  Northwest  India 
which  shows  a  classical  influence  and  can  be  approximately  dated 
in  the  second  century  A.  D.  The  same  gentleman  also  gave  us 
two  bronzes  from  Southern  India,  one  of  which,  the  dancing  Siva 
is  on  public  exhibition  and  has  roused  much  interest  both  in  this 
country  and  in  the  land  of  its  origin  as  being  the  finest  example 
that  has  been  brought  over.  The  other  is  a  representation  of  the 
goddess  Parvati  holding  a  lotus  bud. 

Until  Mr.  Ludington's  gift  of  the  Crofts  collection  of  Chinese 
potteries,  grave  figures,  bronzes,  wood  and  stones  has  been  sub- 
jected to  a  more  exhaustive  study,  one  ought  not  to  endeavor  to 
estimate  the  importance  of  this  large  contribution  to  the  Chinese 
treasures  in  America.  It  is  obvious  at  first  sight,  however,  that  no 
such  collection  of  grave  figurines  exists  in  the  United  States  and 
that  no  such  variety  of  early  wares  can  be  seen  in  any  other 
museum  here. 

To  rest  content  with  this  beginning,  enormously  important 
though  it  is,  would  be  criminal  neglect  on  our  part,  especially  as 
Mr.  Crofts  generously  volunteers  to  help  us  still  further.  I  urge 
you  most  earnestly  to  enlarge  this  department  by  degrees  with 
individual  objects  of  particular  merit. 
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Mr.  Alvan  C.  Eastman  generously  acted  as  volunteer  as- 
sistant for  no  less  than  five  months  and  left  us  to  join  the  regular 
staff  of  the  Museum  of  the  Rhode  Island  School  of  Design  at  a 
salary  which  was  beyond  our  means  to  offer. 

Mr.  James  W.  Barney  has  also  assisted  us,  coming  over  from 
New  York  for  the  purpose  and  remaining  here  two  days  out  of 
every  week.  He  has  already  completed  the  installation  of  the 
Chinese  porcelains,  which  have  long  been  my  ambition  to  arrange, 
and  is  now  doing  valuable  special  work  in  the  catalogue,  repair 
and  classification  of  the  new  importations  from  China. 

A  Czecho-Slovak  loan  exhibition  of  prints  and  engravings 
was  installed  by  Dr.  Bye  and  opened  on  April  ninth. 

After  a  report  like  the  foregoing,  though  it  is  of  necessity 
abreviated  and  touches  only  the  more  obvious  changes  of  the 
past  year,  you  will  be  prepared  for  significant  improvements 
during  the  next  twelve  months.  I  can  not  too  strongly  urge  that 
the  purchases  be  confined  to  a  few  objects  of  the  very  highest 
standard  and  that  some  determined  effort  be  now  made  to  make 
the  collections  more  available  to  the  public.  This  will  mean  the 
establishment  of  a  docent  system  and  of  the  plans  proposed  by 
Mr.  Elliott  for  direct  liaison  with  the  public  school  system.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 
OF  THE  SCHOOL 

To  the  President  and  Trustees  of  the  Pennyslvania  Museum  and 
School  of  Industrial  Art: 

I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  my  annual  report  concerning 
the  work  of  the  School  for  the  year  1922-23. 

In  going  over  the  mass  of  material  which  has  accumulated 
during  the  year  for  the  writing  of  this,  my  third  annual  report, 
I  fear,  from  its  quantity,  that  the  report  will  seem  to  be  but  a 
catalogue  of  facts.  And  although  a  long  record  of  School  activi- 
ties indicates  healthy  life,  there  is  much  which  is  still  more 
significant  which  cannot  be  tabulated — which  is  difficult  even 
to  describe.  The  earnest  and  high  endeavor  of  the  staff  of 
teachers — the  industry  and  responsiveness  of  the  students — the 
continuous  raising  of  the  standards  of  accomplishment:  these 
can  be  realized  to  the  full  only  by  those  who  are  in  daily  contact 
with  faculty  and  student  life.  Some  idea  of  the  School  spirit 
may  be  gained  from  an  examination  of  the  Annual  Exhibition, 
now  on  view — from  such  things  as  the  showing  which  the  Textile 
Department  made  at  the  Silk  Exposition  in  New  York  or  the 
Fashion  Show  which  the  students  of  the  class  in  Costume  Design 
staged  at  the  Manufacturers'  Club.  These,  however,  are  but  the 
high-water  marks  of  an  all-pervasive  effort  which  extends  from 
the  teaching  staff  to  the  youngest  of  the  pupils — and  it  rejoices 
one's  heart  to  be  a  part  of  activities  so  inspiring. 

During  the  School-year  1922-23,  several  new  teachers  were 
appointed.  These  were — Mr.  George  G.  Byler,  Elementary 
Chemistry;  Mr.  T.  P.  Farrady,  Interior  Decoration;  Mr.  Joseph 
E.  Goodavage,  Chemistry  and  Dyeing;  Mr.  Ercal  Kaiser,  Cotton 
Spinning;  Mr.  Joseph  Konetsky,  Wrought-Iron ;  Mr.  William 
Henry  Parker,  Shades  and  Shadows;  Mr.  Austin  M.  Purves, 
and  Miss  E.  E.  Richardson,  Drawing.  Mr.  Edwin  H.  Krimmel, 
though  not  a  new  comer,  relinquished  his  place  to  Mr.  Parker 
that  he  might  assume  the  work  in  Architectural  Drawing,  filling 
a  position  left  vacant  by  resignation. 
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Another  newcomer  is  Miss  Eugenie  M.  Fryer  who,  in  Sep- 
tember, entered  upon  her  duties  as  Librarian  of  the  School 
Library.  Under  Miss  Fryer's  wise  and  sympathetic  guidance 
the  students,  in  unprecedented  numbers,  have  used  the  material 
there  collected — the  attendance  being  three  times  as  great  as  in 
the  previous  year.  The  friends  of  the  School  have  been  very 
generous  in  giving  to  the  Library — -a  list  of  donations  is  appended 
to  the  Librarian's  report. 

The  registration  for  the  year  has  been  most  gratifying.  The 
total  number  (including  the  1922  Summer  School)  was  1754, 
divided  as  follows:—     .

In  the  Department  of  Industrial  Art  the  entering  class  is 
limited  to  175  students;  at  the  opening  of  the  session  there  was  a 
waiting  list  of  forty-seven.  All  places  in  the  Evening  School  of 
the  Textile  Department  had  been  filled  before  School  opened. 
Were  it  not  for  lack  of  space  the  benefits  of  the  School  could  be 
extended  to  a  far  greater  number  of  students  than  at  the  present 
can  be  accommodated.  And  the  demand  for  trained  workers 
cannot  be  met  by  our  graduating  classes.  Every  graduate  already 
has  a  position;  those  receiving  Diplomas  in  the  Teachers'  Train- 
ing Course,  for  instance,  had  each  a  choice  of  three  positions. 

During  the  past  year  seventy-one  teachers  from  the  Public 
Schools  attended  the  Saturday  morning  classes.  In  the  Junior 
Saturday  Class  a  change  was  made  in  the  arrangement  of  the 
work.    The  class  was  divided  —  one  section  working  for  half  the 
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session  in  the  Museum  while  the  other  was  taught  at  the  School 
by  pupils  of  the  Teachers'  Training  Course;  the  sections  exchang- 
ing places  in  the  second  part  of  the  term. 

Three  evening  classes  were  revived- — Costume  Design,  under 
Mrs.  Ralston,  Metal-work  and  Jewelry  under  Mr.  Gilchrist  and 
Modeling  under  Mr.  Milione.  For  the  Costume  Classes,  both 
day  and  evening,  a  new  room  was  provided ;  also  a  stock-room  in 
charge  of  a  trained  assistant.  Electric  lighting  was  installed 
throughout  the  building — a  much  needed  and  most  welcome 
improvement. 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  Associate  Committee  of  Women  a 
new  manager  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  Lunch  Room.  The 
remaining  lockers  were  removed  and  the  room  and  furniture 
painted  and  curtains  placed  at  the  windows,  these  the  gift  of 
Mrs.  Frank  Thorne  Patterson.  These  changes  have  greatly 
improved  the  quality  of  the  service  and  the  appearance  of  the 
room. 

The  annual  study-tour  of  1922  of  the  graduates  of  the  Textile 
Department  through  the  mills  of  New  England  was  most  success- 
ful. There  were  twenty-three  in  the  party,  which  was  led  by  Mr. 
France,  Mr.  Cox  and  Mr.  Naab.  The  following  plants  were 
visited:  at  New  Bedford,  the  Holmes  Manufacturing  Company, 
the  Goswold  Mills  Company,  the  Page  Manufacturing  Company 
and  the  Fairhaven  Mills;  at  Lawrence,  the  Washington  Mills 
and  the  Wood  Worsted  Mills,  both  of  the  American  Woolen 
Company;  at  Worcester,  the  Whittall  Carpet  Mills  and-  the 
Crompton  and  Knowles  Loom  Works;  at  South  Manchester,  the 
plant  of  Cheyney  Brothers;  at  Holyoke,  the  Farr  Alpaca  Com- 
pany; at  Indian  Orchard,  the  Indian  Orchard  Company  and 
Hodges  Fibre  Company.  The  party  was  shown  every  imagin- 
able courtesy  and  the  thanks  of  the  Corporation  are  due  to 
owners  and  managers  who  so  generously  aided  in  making  the  trip 
one  of  pleasure  as  well  as  of  great  profit. 

The  Summer  School  of  the  Department  of  Industrial  Art 
was  held  in  two  sections:  one  at  the  School — the  other,  for  the 
students  placed  in  the  School  by  the  Veterans'  Bureau,  at  Laporte, 
Pa.    The  number  attending  has  been  given  above.

The  Textile  Department  participated  in  the  great  Silk 
Exposition  held  in  New  York  in  February.  The  expert  work- 
manship and  the  beauty  of  color  and  design  in  the  fabrics  shown 
won  high  praise  from  all  visitors.  The  entire  student  body  of 
the  Department  visited  the  Exposition. 

A  Fashion  Show  was  given,  in  May,  at  the  Manufacturers' 
Club;  the  Ball  Room  having  been  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the 
School  through  the  generosity  of  Mr.  William  H.  Richardson. 
More  than  thirty  gowns,  for  street,  afternoon  and  evening  wear, 
designed  and  made  by  the  students  under  the  inspiring  guidance 
of  Mrs.  Ralston,  were  shown,  worn  by  the  makers.  These  were —

Gowns  designed  and  made  by  Messrs.  W.  B.  DuBois,  Victor 
Gaissert  and  Wayne  Marshall  were  also  shown.  The  audience 
of  more  than  1500  persons,  including  many  of  the  leading  textile 
manufacturers  of  the  city,  was  delighted  with  the  simplicity  and 
beauty  of  the  designs  and  frankly  surprised  by  the  professional 
aspect  of  the  work.  Later,  at  the  Palace  of  Progress,  the  Show 
was  repeated  at  the  request  of  the  Management  and  a  large  space 
was  at  the  same  time  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  School  and  a 
striking  booth  was  erected,  in  which  was  displayed  the  work  of 
the  students. 

Through  the  kindness  of  the  Associate  Committee  of  Women 
the  Class  in  Costume  Design  was  enabled  to  visit  several  whole- 
sale and  retail  dressmaking  establishments  in  New  York,  the 
visit  being  arranged  by  Mrs.  Ralston;  Miss  Bachman,  Assistant 
to  Mrs.  Ralston,  accompanying  the  students.  On  another 
occasion  Miss  Sweeney;  of  the  Faculty,  chaperoned  a  group  of 
forty  of  the  Beginners'  Class  on  a  visit  to  the  various  Museums 
of  New  York. 
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The  students  of  the  Teachers'  Training  Class  have  greatly 
benefited  by  the  opportunities  of  practice  teaching  given  them  by 
the  Head  Masters  of  various  Public  Schools — these  courtesies 
having  been  obtained  through  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Edmundson 
Hussey,  Head  of  the  Course.  Besides  teaching  in  several  High 
schools  in  Philadelphia,  the  students  conducted  courses  in  schools 
in  Camden,  Lansdowne,  Pottstown  and  Wilmington.  The  thanks 
of  the  Corporation  are  due  the  Masters  of  these  Schools. 

The  students  of  the  course  in  Interior  Decoration  have  been 
successful  in  the  Beaux  Arts  Societies'  Competitions.  Mr.  Van 
Sciver  received  a  Second  Medal  and  mentions  were  won  by  the 
following  students:  Robert  Cale  (4),  A.  B.  Christie,  Thomas  S. 
Fields  (2),  Thomas  I.  Fogarty,  Marian  Fogg  (3),  Dorothy  Gamble 
Ruth  Hall  (2),  Esther  Johnson,  George  Johnson  (2),  Ruth  Mer- 
cer, Harry  Rock,  Frances  F.  Sheppard,  Katherine  Starr  (2), 
Mary  Stout  (2),  and  Lloyd  Van  Sciver  (2). 

The  class  in  Furniture  Design,  under  the  guidance  of  Mr. 
Warwick,  visited  the  homes  of  the  following  ladies,  to  whom  our 
thanks  are  due:  Miss  Louisa  Eyre,  Miss  Hinchman,  Mrs.  C.Russell 
Hinchman  and  Mrs.  Percival  Roberts.  It  also  visited  the  factories 
of  Mr.  Ferdinand  Keller,  the  Van  Sciver  Company  and  the  Victor 
Talking  Machine  Company — and  to  these  we  extend  our  thanks. 

At  the  Pageant  given  by  the  School  of  Fine  Arts  of  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania  the  students  of  the  School  won  high 
praise  for  their  presentation  of  a  Miracle  Play  and  a  Gipsy  Dance. 

Among  the  prizes  won  by  the  students  were:  a  poster  for  the 
Automobile  Trades  Association,  won  by  Paul  Swisher,  a  recent 
graduate;  Mr.  Edwin  Gammon  being  given  second  place;  a 
poster  for  the  Savoy  Opera  Company,  won  by  Miss  Louise  K. 
Adams — Miss  Margaret  Malpass  and  Miss  Margaret  Wiltbank 
being  placed  second  and  third ;  a  device  used  by  the  Philadelphia 
Association  for  the  assistance  of  those  afflicted  with  heart  trouble, 
on  their  booth  at  the  Rittenhouse  Flower  Market,  won  by  Miss 
Ruth  Gruenberg.  Among  those  awarded  prizes  for  sketches  made 
during  the  Flower  Market  were  Miss  Irma  Tilton  and  Mr. 
Joseph  Haffey.  Mr.  Harry  W.  Penrod  was  commissioned  to  paint 
a  set  for  a  play  given  at  the  Friends  School,  Wilmington:  Mr. 
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William  Blood  and  Miss  Helen  Stevenson  designed  the  costumes 
and  settings  for  a  Mediaeval  Pageant  given  by  the  Business  Men's 
Association  of  Frankford. 

At  the  Commencement  Exercises  on  June  seventh,  Mr. 
William  Frederik  Seitz  was  awarded  the  American  Cotton  Manu- 
facturers' Association's  Medal  for  the  greatest  excellence  main- 
tained throughout  the  course.  Lack  of  space  prevents  mention 
of  the  many  other  scholarships  and  prizes  awarded  at  that  time. 

During  Philadelphia's  Art  Week  the  instructors  of  the  School 
were  most  active ;  in  the  School  there  were  public  demonstrations 
of  the  making  of  Batik,  Pottery  and  Linoleum-block  prints  as  well 
as  demonstrations  in  Modeling  and  Wood-carving. 

Thanks  to  a  fund  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Principal  by 
the  Associate  Committee  of  Women,  the  instructors  of  the  School 
were  enabled  to  visit  a  number  of  exhibitions  and  conferences  held 
in  other  cities.  The  entire  staff  of  the  Textile  Department  visited 
the  Silk  Exposition  and  instructors  in  the  Department  of  In- 
dustrial Art  were  enabled  to  see  one  or  another  of  the  special 
exhibitions  held  in  New  York.  Mr.  Hussey  visited  three  Massa- 
chusetts cities — Boston,  Greenfield  and  Springfield — to  study 
their  school  systems:  he  also  represented  the  School  at  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Eastern  Art  Teachers'  Association  held  in  Providence, 
R.  I. 

A  number  of  persons  became  members  of  the  corporation 
that  they  might  attend  the  various  lecture  courses  given  at  the 
School.  These  courses  were:  "Architectural  Elements  for  In- 
terior Decoration",  twenty  lectures,  Mr.  Copeland;  "Artistic 
Expression",  thirty  lectures,  "Evolution  of  Ornamental  Motives", 
thirty  lectures,  Mr.  Elliott;  "The  History  of  Furniture",  twenty 
lectures,  Mr.  Warwick. 

The  following  lectures  were  given  outside  the  School.  Mr. 
Copeland :  "Interior  Decoration"  at  the  Women's  Clubs  of  Media, 
Ridley  Park  and  Glenolden,  Pa.,  and  Camden,  Merchantsville 
and  Atlantic  City,  N.  J.;  at  the  Fortnightly  Club,  Haddonfield, 
N.  J.;  Monday  Club,  of  Woodbury,  N.  J.;  New  Century  Club,  of 
Beverly,  N.  J.;  Settlement  Music  School  and  Young  Women's 
Christian    Association,    Philadelphia;    "Pictorial    Composition" 
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at  the  Camera  Club  of  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association 
and  the  Columbia  Photographic  Society.  "The  Decoration  of 
the  Home",  Convention  of  Women's  Clubs,  Medford,  N.  J.; 
''The  Framing  of  Pictures",  Fellowship  of  the  Academy  of  the 
Fine  Arts,  and  a  talk  during  Art  Week  at  the  Holmes  Junior 
High  School.  Mr.  Elliott:  "Design  in  Objects  of  Daily  Use", 
Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art,  N.  Y.,  and  the  Young  Women's 
Christian  Association,  Philadelphia;  "Gardens",  Young  Women's 
Christian  Association,  Philadelphia;  "Taste  and  Common  Sense", 
Parents'  and  Teachers'  Association,  Woodstown,  N.  J.;  "A 
Topiary  Pilgrimage",  Sketch  Club;  and  during  Art  Week  talks 
before  the  Lions  Club,  the  Germantown  High  School  and  the 
Philadelphia  High  School  for  Girls.  Mr.  Hussey  gave  a  number 
of  talks  in  various  Grammar  and  High  Schools.  Mr.  Oakley 
gave  talks  on  "Illustration"  in  the  West  Chester  High  School 
and  an  address  on  Howard  Pyle  at  the  opening  of  the  Pyle 
Memorial  Exhibition  at  the  Art  Alliance. 

Mr.  Copeland  painted  mural  decorations  for  Mr.  John 
Croft  and  Mrs.  Louis  Macloskey,  both  of  Haddonfield,  N.  J. 
He  held  an  exhibition  of  his  water  colors  at  Woodbury,  N.  J., 
as  well  as  one  at  the  School,  in  conjunction  with  Mrs.  Copeland. 
at  the  time  of  the  meeting  of  the  Alumni  Association.  Mr. 
McLellan  painted  a  mural  decoration  for  the  Harcum  School  in 
Haverford.  Mr.  Sinnock  completed  two  of  eight  lunettes  for  the 
Frankford  High  School.  He  also  executed  the  Skinner  Mtdal 
for  the  United  States  Army  Medical  Corps. 

Mr.  Sinnock  and  Mr.  Warwick  made  for  the  Children's 
Room  of  the  Museum  a  model  of  a  "Mediaeval  Tournament". 
This  is  a  truly  fascinating  production,  with  a  wealth  of  tiny 
figures,  beautifully  modeled  and  painted — the  expert  archae- 
ological knowledge  needed  for  its  execution  being  forgotten  in  the 
artistic  charm  of  the  tableau  and  the  human  emotion  expressed 
in  the  figures. 

Mr.  Elliott  contributed  a  chapter  on  "The  Industrial  Arts" 
to  a  book  entitled  "The  Significance  of  the  Fine  Arts"  published 
by  the  American  Institute  of  Architects.  Mr.  Elliott  was  invited 
to  act  on  the  Jury  which  selected  the  work  shown  in  the  National 
Handicraft  Exhibition. 
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Mr.  Adolph  and  Mr.  McLellan  were  represented  in  exhibi- 
tions held  at  the  Art  Club;  Miss  Hall  and  Mr.  Oakley  exhibited  in 
the  Water  Color  Club  exhibition;  Mr.  Copeland  showed  pictures 
at  the  Philadelphia  Sketch  Club;  Mr.  Milione  had  sculpture  in 
the  exhibition  at  the  Academy  and  the  National  Sculpture  Ex- 
hibition, N.  Y.;  Miss  Hall,  Mr.  Copeland,  Mr.  McLellan  and 
Mr.  Oalkey  were  represented  in  exhibitions  held  at  the  Art  Al- 
liance. Mr.  Oakley  has  made  for  the  Art  Alliance  several  effec- 
tive Philadelphia  postcards. 

The  exhibit  of  Students'  work  at  the  State  Museum,  Harris- 
burg,  has  been  renewed.  Another  group  is  being  circulated  by 
the  American  Federation  of  Arts.  Still  another  group  of  work 
by  the  students  was  shown  at  Williamsport  and  has  since  been 
shown  in  the  following  Philadelphia  High  Schools:  Frankford 
High  School,  Kensington  High  School,  Philadelphia  High  School 
for  Girls,  Public  Industrial  Art  School,  Holmes  Junior  High, 
West  Philadelphia  High  School  for  Boys  and  for  Girls  and  the 
William  Penn  High  School.  A  comprehensive  group  of  current 
work  was  shown  at  the  Eastern  Art  Teachers  Association  meeting 
in    Providence. 

The  winter's  exhibitions  in  the  School  comprised:  Jewelry, 
by  Miss  Helen  Sweetser  White;  Japanese  Prints,  lent  by  members 
of  the  Faculty;  English  Railway  posters,  lent  by  Mrs.  Wads- 
worth;  Rubbings  from  the  carvings  of  Ankor  Wat,  Cambodia, 
made  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Langdon  Warner  and  lent  by  them,  and  a 
Loan  Exhibition  of  rare  and  unusual  textiles,  arranged  by  the 
Associate  Committee  of  Women,  the  lenders  being  Mrs.  John  H. 
Brinton,  Mrs.  John  Cox,  Mrs.  Richard  S.  Cox,  Mrs.  George 
Drexel,  Mrs.  Huger  Elliott,  Mrs.  J.  I.  Gowen,  Mrs.  Charles  S. 
Hinchman,  Miss  Margaretta  S.  Hinchman,  Mrs.  Charles  Judson, 
Mrs.  Charles  M.  Lea,  Mrs.  H.  M.  Page,  Mrs.  Frank T.  Patterson, 
Mrs.  C.  Shillard-Smith,  Mrs.  W.  J.  Wheeler  and  Mrs.  Charles  S. 
Wurts. 

Notable  among  the  gifts  of  the  year  is  that  made  by  Mr. 
Wood.  He  has  most  generously  established  the  "William  Wood 
Fund",  the  interest  of  which  is  to  be  used  to  give  free  tuition  to 
worthy  students  of  the  Textile  Department  and  to  aid  in  the 
development  of  the  work  in  general. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  LIBRARIAN,  1922-23 

For  the  first  time  in  its  history,  the  Library  was  not  closed 
during  the  Librarian's  lunch  hour.  Keeping  the  Library  open 
during  that  period  has  been  much  appreciated  by  the  students, 
many  being  unable  to  come  as  conveniently  at  other  hours. 

The  second  innovation  was  opening  the  Library  two  evenings, 
Mondays  and  Wednesdays,  throughout  the  session  of  the  Even- 
ing School. 

The  attendance  has  been  most  gratifying.  From  the  School's 
opening  on  September  20,  1922,  to  May  26,  1923,  fifteen  thousand 
six  hundred  and  fifty  students  have  used  the  Library.  Of  that 
number,  six  hundred  and  fifteen  covers  the  Night  School  attend- 
ance. Gradually  it  is  becoming  known  that  the  Library  is  open 
to  the  public  for  research  work,  and  increasing  numbers  are 
availing  themselves  of  that  privilege. 

Since  September,  all  the  miscellaneous  books,  magazines, 
prints  and  photographs  have  been  sorted.  Many  of  the  old 
magazines  have  been  cut  up,  the  worthwhile  material  being 
set  aside  for  mounting  and  filing  in  the  cases  under  their  respective 
subjects.  In  this  way,  a  most  valuable  addition  to  the  Library 
has  been  made,  notably  in  the  matter  of  illustrations,  the  Library 
possessing  now  a  really  valuable  collection  of  reproductions  of 
the  work  of  Abbey,  Pennell,  Pyle,  Du  Maurier,  Vierge,  etc.  In 
the  work  of  selecting  this  material  from  the  magazines,  the  Librar- 
ian has  had  the  help  of  Mr.  Thornton  Oakley,  Mr.  Edward  War- 
wick and  the  Principal. 

Two  thousand  four  hundred  and  fifty-eight  prints  and  photo- 
graphs have  been  mounted  and  filed  under  their  subject  headings, 
adding  greatly  to  the  usefulness  of  the  Library.  Of  that  number 
two  thousand  and  thirty-nine  mounts  represent  new  material. 

The  magazines  subscribed  to  have  been  gone  over  carefully 
and  those  purely  commercial,  or  for  other  reasons  not  thought 
desirable,  have  been  weeded  out,  worthwhile  periodicals  being 
substituted. 

The  re-cataloging  of  the  Library  is  progressing  as  rapidly 
as  the  daily  routine  work  will  permit  and  only  when  it  it  finished 
will  it  be  possible  to  give  the  exact  number  of  books  in  the  Library. 
This  is  also  true  concerning  pamphlets  and  reports. 

The  number  of  single  photographs  and  prints  in  the  cases  is 
ten  thousand  four  hundred.  The  number  of  plates  in  portfolios 
is  three  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninty-nine.

REPORT  OF  THE 
ASSOCIATE  COMMITTEE  OF  WOMEN 

To  the  President  and  Board  of  Trustees : 

I  herewith  present  the  thirty-sixth  Annual  Report  of  the 
Associate  Committee  of  Women. 

During  the  year  just  ended  three  new  members  have  been 
elected:  Mrs.  F.  Woodson  Hancock,  Mrs.  Norman  MacLeod 
and  Mrs.  H.  Norris  Harrison. 

The  Committee  has  shown  its  usual  activity  during  the  past 
year.  There  has  been  an  average  attendance  of  nineteen  mem- 
bers at  the  regular  stated  meetings  held  at  the  School.  Copies 
of  the  School  and  Museum  reports  have  been  sent  to  the  members. 
Opportunity  to  assist  and  co-operate  with  the  work  of  the  trustees, 
instructors  and  students  has  been  watched  for  each  month,  and 
the  results  have  equaled  if  they  have  not  surpassed  those  of  other 
years. 

The  ladies  of  the  Associate  Committee  have  acted  as 
hostesses  upon  a  number  of  occasions  at  receptions  given  at  the 
Pennsylvania  Museum ;  and  they  have  also  co-operated  with  the 
Trustees  in  securing  funds  for  the  purchase  of  the  Williams 
collection  of  furniture. 

Last,  but  not  least,  throughout  the  year  there  has  been 
enthusiastic  response  to  the  needs  of  the  Students'  League 
House,  2310  DeLancey  Street.  (This  house  was  bought  by  the 
Committee  February,  1922.)  It  seems  suitable  that  a  resolution 
expressive  of  the  gratitude  of  the  Committee  to  Miss  Ewing 
should  be  included  in  this  report,  since  it  was  enthusiastically 
signed  by  all  of  the  members  of  the  Associate  Committee. 

"The  Associate  Committee  of  Women  of  the  School  of  In- 
dustrial Art  wish  to  thank  Miss  Ewing  for  her  untiring  and  faith- 
ful work  as  Chairman  of  the  Students'  League  House  of  the  School 
of  Industrial  Art. 
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"She  carried  the  burden  of  maintaining  the  Students'  League 
House  for  four  years  alone,  thus  earning  the  co-operation  of  the 
students  themselves,  who  wishing  to  help  by  paying  a  higher 
rate  per  capita  for  their  board,  enabled  the  Matron  to  make  the 
House  for  the  past  year  in  a  great  measure  carry  itself. 

"Since  then,  due  to  the  interest  awakened  by  the  unselfish 
endeavor  of  Miss  Ewing,  a  committee  was  formed  to  equip  the 
House  with  new  linen,  which  was  done  at  once,  and  a  group  of 
young  members  of  the  Junior  League  have  installed  electric 
lights  and  refreshed  the  house  with  new  paper  and  paint. 

"The  Students  of  the  League  House  have  contributed  from 
the  Students'  Fund  new  plumbing  and  now  the  house  is  in  a 
modern  and  perfect  condition." 

The  thanks  of  this  Committee  are  due  the  Junior  League  who 
so  valiantly  helped  in  an  emergency,  as  well  as  to  the  students 
whose  enthusiastic  co-operation  made  this  home  possible. 

The  reports  of  the  sub-committees  are  as  follows: 

The  Course  in  Costume  Design,  Mrs.  Henry  Brinton  Coxe, 
Chairman: — The  Costume  Class  has  made  great  strides  in  its 
work  this  winter  in  drawing,  coloring,  and  especially  in  modern 
design — this  last  under  Mrs.  Ralston.  The  class  made  55  com- 
pleted garments  from  material  donated  by  various  manufacturers. 
These  garments,  through  the  courtesy  of  Mr.  Richardson  and 
the  President  and  the  members  of  the  Manufacturers'  Club,  were 
exhibited  at  the  Club  to  over  fifteen  hundred  people,  mostly 
manufacturers  and  representatives  of  business  firms  and  depart- 
ment stores.  The  costumes,  both  for  workmanship  and  origina- 
lity, were  greatly  admired. 

The  ladies  on  the  committee  of  the  Course  in  Costume  Design 
very  generously  donated  the  necessary  funds  for  a  visit  to  New 
York  made  by  15  pupils  of  the  Costume  Class. 

The  Entertainment  Committee,  Mrs.  C.  Stewart  Wurts, 
Chairman: — The  only  entertainment  held  this  year  by  the 
Entertainment  Committee  was  the  Card  Party  on  March  14th, 
at  the  Bellevue-Stratford.  It  is  always  gratifying  to  note  the 
interest  taken  by  the  community  in  all  entertainments  held  for 
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the  School.  The  proceeds  of  the  Card  Party  were  $816.30  and 
this  sum  was  donated  toward  necessary  expenses  at  the  League 
House. 

The  Course  in  Illustration,  Mrs.  Frank  Thorne  Patterson, 
Chairman: — The  Illustration  Class  has  been  doing  faithful  work 
and  quite  a  little  group  of  graduates  will  enter  into  the  practical 
field  in  their  profession. 

An  important  event  of  the  year  was  the  donation  to  the 
School  of  the  Howard  Pyle  painting  and  drawings.  It  is  hoped 
to  build  up  the  School's  collection  of  illustrations  into  a  very 
distinguished  group.  There  is  no  such  group  now  on  view  in  any 
public  exhibition  in  the  city  and  it  is  hoped  to  gather  together  a 
collection  of  illustrations  which  will  be  of  increasing  inspiration 
to  all  illustrators  and  students.  A  fund  has  been  set  aside  as  a 
nucleus  from  which  the  annual  income  may  be  donated  towards 
the  purchase  of  works.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Associate  Committee 
can  arrange  to  add  to  this  fund  whereby  in  the  future  the  School 
may  count  on  the  acquisition  of  pictures  of  merit. 

The  Library  Committee,  Mrs.  Robert  R.  Logan,  Chairman: 
The  Library  has  been  under  the  able  supervision  of  the  new 
librarian, Miss  Eugenie  M. Fryer.  Theincrease  inattendance  over 
previous  years  has  been  exceedingly  gratifying. 

The  Museum  Committee  has  kept  in  close  touch  with  the 
work  of  both  Museum  and  School.  The  Committee  wishes  to 
report  the  appointment  of  Mrs.  William  T.  Carter  as  Honorary 
Curator  of  Laces. 

The  Course  in  Pottery,  Mrs.  Jasper  Y.  Brinton,  Chair- 
man:— Owing  to  the  absence  in  Europe  of  the  Chairman  there 
is  no  full  report,  but  some  very  beautiful  pieces  of  pottery  have 
been  made  at  the  School  during  the  past  winter. 

The  Scholarship  Committee,  Mrs.  John  H.  Brinton,  Chair- 
man:— The  Committee  is  glad  to  report  that  the  eleven  Scholar- 
ships awarded  by  the  Associate  Committee  of  Women  have  all 
been  filled  for  the  entire  school  year  and  that  the  advancement 
of  the  holders  has  been  more  than  usually  good.  Four  of  the 
students  graduate  this  June.     The  remaining  seven  are  recom- 
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mended  by  their  instructors  for  renewal.  As  it  is  the  custom  to 
give  preference  to  those  who  are  already  receiving  the  benefit, 
the  Committee  regrets  that  there  will  be  no  Scholarships  available 
for  new  applicants  for  the  school  year  of  1923-24,  as  the  fund  is 
not  sufficient  to  provide  for  them. 

The  Course  in  Textiles,  Mrs.  C.  Stewart  Wurts,  Chairman: — 
The  Textile  Committee  has  had  an  active  year.  Mrs.  Judson 
and  Mrs.  Wurts  visited  each  department  of  the  school  and  were 
impressed  by  the  industry  and  interest  of  the  pupils.  They 
found  Mr.  France  and  the  other  members  of  the  faculty  ready 
and  willing  to  discuss  every  phase  of  the  work. 

The  Committee  arranged  a  loan  exhibition  of  Textiles  which 
has  given  satisfaction  to  students,  faculty,  and  to  the  public. 
The  Committee  hopes  to  give  a  larger  and  more  comprehensive 
exhibition  next  year,  in  order  that  the  pupils  of  the  Textile  De- 
partment may  be  given  every  opportunity  to  see  beautiful 
examples  of  earlier  work,  both  foreign  and  domestic.  The 
Committee  wishes  to  express  to  the  many  persons  who  so  gener- 
ouly  lent  their  beautiful  textiles  its  deep  appreciation  of  their 
interest. 

The  Course  in  Wood  Working,  Miss  Margaretta  S.  Hinch- 
man,  Chairman: — The  Wood  Working  Department  has  made 
excellent  use  of  all  the  machinery  purchased  for  it  last  year. 
The  turning-lathe  was  necessary  for  such  things  as  the  large 
rounded  legs  of  the  big  Elizabethan  table,  for  the  smaller  gate- 
legged table,  for  the  uprights  of  the  chairs,  and  for  the  tall  lamps. 
Besides  this  work  there  are  several  chests,  oak  stools  and  a  very 
beautifully  carved  cabinet.  The  exhibition  would  have  been 
materially  larger  had  not  about  one  half  the  students,  who  were 
mostly  of  the  fourth  year  Interior  Decoration  Class,  left  the  school 
at  mid-year,  having  received  permanent  positions.  The  students 
have  derived  much  benefit  from  their  study  of  the  Williams  collec- 
tion of  furniture,  from  which  they  have  made  many  careful 
measured  drawings. 

The  Course  in  Wrought  Iron,  Mrs.  Frank  Thorne  Patterson, 
Chairman: — Six  students  have  attended  the  class,  two  of  them 
being  girls.     The  class  has  been  most  successful  in  its  out-put. 
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Among  the  objects  which  have  been  made  are  a  standing  lamp 
(very  interesting  in  design),  two  pairs  of  andirons,  grills,  knockers, 
fire-irons,  hinges,  and  many  small  practice  pieces  such  as  studs 
and  nail-heads.  As  Mr.  Konetsky  is  only  able  to  give  evening 
instruction,  it  is  hoped  next  year  to  find  a  man  to  give  day-time 
instruction   in   addition. 

The  House  Committee,  Mrs.  William  H.  Walbaum,  Chair- 
man:— The  House  Committee  reports  that  Mrs.  Patterson  and 
Mrs.  Baird  have  visited  the  School  regularly  throughout  the 
winter.  During  the  absence  of  the  Chairman  of  the  House  Com- 
mittee they  found  the  Restaurant  running  very  successfully  with 
200  students  lunching  every  day.  All  speak  of  the  good  food 
and  the  cheapness  and  seem  greatly  pleased  and  satisfied.  The 
students  seem  to  be  interested  in  keeping  the  rooms  tidy  and 
thanks  are  due  to  Miss  Stephenson,  President  of  the  student 
Board,  for  her  co-operation  with  the  House  Committee. 

The  Students'  League  House,  Miss  Cornelia  L.  Ewing, 
Chairman: — The  Students'  League  House  has  had  a  very  inter- 
esting and  successful  year,  the  full  number  of  twenty-two 
students  having  occupied  the  house  under  the  supervision  of 
Miss  Harshberger,  the  Superintendent. 

The  health  of  the  students  was  good,  with  the  exception  of 
one  student  who  had  to  return  to  her  home  owing  to  serious  ill- 
ness and  who  has  since  recovered  her  health,  but  has  not  been 
able  to  resume  her  studies. 

The  Junior  League,  through  the  efforts  of  Mrs.  H.  Norris 
Harrison  and  Mrs.  Alexander  Coxe  Yarnall,  repapered  and 
painted  the  entire  house.  They  also  installed  electric  lights  with 
new  fixtures  throughout  the  house. 

The  League  House  Art  Association  (The  Girls'  Club)  con- 
tributed $1500  from  their  savings  of  many  years,  to  pay  for  new 
plumbing  and  a  new  roof.  Friends  contributed  the  money  for  a 
new  hot  water  heater  and  a  window  in  the  pantry  to  admit 
necessary  light  and  air. 

Through  the  Card  Party  given  at  the  Bellevue-Stratford  and 
managed  by  Mrs.  Charles  Stewart  Wurts,  funds  were  collected 
for  a  fire  escape,  fire  gongs  and  safety  exits.     The  fire  escape  is 
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now  being  constructed  and  when  finished  the  Fire  Marshal  will 
have  a  drill  to  teach  the  students  their  best  means  of  escape  in 
case  of  fire.

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CHARTER  AND  BY-LAWS 
CHARTER 

OF 

The  Pennsylvania  Museum  and  School  of 
Industrial  Art 

(As  Amended  June  15,  1885.*) 

The  subscribers,  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Penn- 
sylvania, desiring  to  develop  the  Art  Industries  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, and  for  that  purpose  to  acquire  and  enjoy  for 
themselves  and  such  other  persons  as  are  (or  may  hereafter 
become)  members  of  the  Pennsylvania  Museum  and  School  of 
Industrial  Art,  the  powers  and  immunities  of  a  corporation,  or 
body  politic  in  law,  under  the  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  approved  the  twenty-ninth 
day  of  April,  A.  D.  1874,  entitled  "An  Act  to  provide  for  the 
incorporation  and  regulation  of  certain  corporations,"  hereby 
associate  themselves  for  the  purposes  and  objects,  and  under  the 
conditions  and  name  specified  in  the  following  articles: 


I. 

The  name  of  the  said  Corporation  shall  be  "The  Pennsyl- 
vania Museum  and  School  of  Industrial  Art." 


II. 

The   purpose   for  which   the   Corporation   is   formed   is   to 
establish  for  the  State  of   Pennsylvania,  in  the  City  of  Phila-

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delphia,  a  Museum  of  Art,  in  all  its  branches  and  technical  appli- 
cation, and  with  a  special  view  to  the  development  of  the  Art 
Industries  of  the  State,  to  provide  instruction  in  Drawing,  Paint- 
ing, Modelling,  Designing,  etc.,  through  practical  schools,  special 
libraries,  lectures,  and  otherwise.  The  institution  to  be  similar 
in  its  general  features  to  that  of  the  South  Kensington  Museum 
of  London. 

III. 

The  business  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  transacted  in  the 
City  of  Philadelphia. 

IV. 

The  Corporation  is  to  have  perpetual  succession. 

V. 

The  Corporation  shall  be  managed  by  a  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, who  shall  be  chosen,  at  the  time  fixed,  in  number  and  in 
the  manner  prescribed  by  the  By-Laws. 


VI. 

The  Corporation  shall  be  composed  of  persons  who  may 
become  members  upon  such  terms  as  the  Trustees  shall  deter- 
mine. Persons  of  either  sex  shall  be  eligible  to  membership. 
The  right  of  voting  and  transacting  business  shall  be  confined 
to  members  other  than  Honorary  and  Corresponding. 

VII. 

The  Trustees,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  have  power  to 
make  and  adopt  any  By-Laws,  and  the  same  to  alter  and  amend, 
and  make  such  regulations  for  the  government  and  management 
of  the  Corporation  as  shall  be  deemed  expedient,  not  inconsistent 
with  the  Constitution  and  Laws  of  the  United  States  and  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania. 
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BY-LAWS 

(As  Amended  June  11,  1923) 
I.  Classification  of  Members 

1.  Benefactors  in  Perpetuity,  who  contribute  or  bequeath 
$25,000  or  more  to  the  Corporation. 

2.  Patrons    in    Perpetuity,    who    contribute    or    bequeath 
$5,000  to  the  Corporation. 

3.  Fellows  for  Life,  who  contribute  $1,000  at  one  time. 

4.  Life  Members,  who  contribute  $300  at  one  time. 

5.  Fellows,  who  contribute  $250  a  year. 

6.  Sustaining  Members,  who  contribute  $100  a  year. 

7.  Contributing  Members,  who  contribute  $25  a  year. 

8.  Annual  Members,  who  contribute  $10  a  year. 

Fellows  or  Sustaining  Members,  whose  contributions  aggre- 
gate $1,000,  may  be  elected  Fellows  for  Life. 

Any  person  may  be  elected  Benefactor,  Patron,  Fellow  for 
Life  or  Life  Member,  who  shall  have  made  a  gift  to  an  amount 
requisite  for  admission  to  the  respective  class. 

Members  in  any  of  the  above  classes  may  be  nominated 
and  elected  at  the  stated  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee. 
Three-fourths  of  the  votes  cast  shall  be  necessary  to  elect 
members. 

Benefactors,  Patrons,  Fellows  for  Life  and  Life  Members 
shall  not  be  liable  to  annual  dues. 

All  funds  received  from  Benefactors,  Patrons,  Fellows  for 
Life  and  Life  Members  shall  be  permanently  invested  as  part 
of  the  Endowment  Fund,  unless  otherwise  requested  by  the 
donor. 

The  dues  of  Members  who  pay  annually  shall  be  payable 
in  advance. 

The  receipts  from  Members  who  pay  annually  shall  be 
equally  divided  between  the  Museum  and  the  School,  unless 
otherwise  specified  by  the  donor. 

Members  in  arrears  for  two  years  shall  be  considered  as 
having  resigned  and  their  names  may  be  stricken  from  the  list 
by  the  Executive  Committee. 
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II.  Trustees. 

A  Board  of  Trustees  consisting  of  eighteen  members  shall 
be  elected  by  the  Corporation  as  hereinafter  provided :  the  Gov- 
ernor of  the  State  and  the  Mayor  of  the  city,  ex  officiis,  and  one 
representative  of  each  of  the  five  following  bodies,  provided  they 
shall  make  such  appointment,  viz.,  the  Senate  and  the  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  State,  the  Select  and  Common  Council  of 
the  city,  and  the  Commissioners  of  Fairmount  Park.  Of  the 
eighteen  Trustees  elected  by  the  CorporatioriV&rx  shall  be  chosen 
to  serve  for  one  year,  six  to  serve  for  two__.years,--and— six^to 
serve  for  three  years;  and  at  each,  annual- meeting-  six-  Trustees 
to  serve  for  three  years  shall  be  elected  to  fill  the  places  of  those 
whose  terms  shall  have  then  expired. 

At  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  eight  shall  constitute  a 
quorum. 

In  case  of  the  failure  in  any  year  of  any  of  the  bodies  above 
named  to  choose  a  representative,  the  person  already  chosen,  if 
any,  shall  continue  to  be  a  Trustee  until  a  successor  is  appointed. 

Any  Trustee  who  shall  have  been  absent  from  two  succes- 
sive stated  meetings  of  the  Board,  without  a  sufficient  reason 
given  therefor,  may,  after  due  notice,  be  dropped  from  the  list 
of  Trustees. 

Any  vacancy  in  their  number  may  be  filled  by  the  Trus- 
tees at  any  meeting  by  appointment  to  serve  until  the  next  annual 
meeting  of  the  Corporation. 

III.  Officers. 

The  officers  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  a  President,  two 
Vice-Presidents,  a  Treasurer  (all  of  whom  shall  be  chosen  from 
the  Board  of  Trustees),  and  a  Secretary  (not  necessarily  a  mem- 
ber of  that  body).. 

The  officers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  by  the  Trustees  at 
their  first  meeting  after  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Corporation, 
and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year  or  until  the  election  of 
their  successors.

Any  vacancy  among  the  officers  may  be  filled  by  the  Trustees 
at  any  meeting  of  the  Board  and  until  so  filled  shall  be  filled 
by  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  and  be  ex  officio  a  member  of  all  committees.  In  his 
absence  a  Vice-President,  or  in  the  absence  of  both  Vice-Presi- 
dents, one  of  the  Trustees  shall  be  chosen  to  perform  that  duty. 

The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  the  funds,  securities,  and 
the  evidences  of  title  of  the  Corporation  and  shall  deposit  them 
in  such  institution  as  the  Executive  Committee  shall  from  time  to 
time  direct. 

He  shall  keep  accurate  accounts  of  the  receipts  and  expen- 
ditures during  the  year,  and  shall,  at  each  stated  meeting  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  present  a  detailed  statement  of  the  same. 
He  shall  prepare  an  annual  report  of  the  financial  condition  of  the 
Corporation,  which  shall  have  been  audited  by  a  sub-committee 
appointed  for  the  purpose  by  the  Executive  Committee.  He  shall 
keep  a  register  of  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  the  members 
of  the  Corporation  and  shall  report  in  writing  to  the  Executive 
Committee,  at  the  end  of  each  year,  the  names  of  all  those  who 
are  at  the  date  of  the  report  in  arrears  for  dues.  He  shall  issue 
all  certificates  to  members,  which  shall  be  signed  by  the  Presi- 
dent and  countersigned  by  the  Secretary.  He  shall  prepare 
warrants  corresponding  with  bills  to  be  paid,  which  warants 
shall  be  signed  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee  and 
countersigned  by  the  Secretary.  He  shall  attend  to  the  collection 
of  all  dues  and  shall  make  such  payments  as  may  be  ordered  by 
the  Executive  Committee.  He  shall  give  bond  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  his  duties  in  such  form  and  amount  as  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  may  require. 

The  Treasurer  shall  be  ex  officio  a  member  of  the  Executive 
Committee. 

The  Secretary  shall  attend  all  meetings  of  the  Corporation, 
of  the  Trustees,  and  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  also  any 
meeting  of  any  Standing  Committees  when  required.  He  shall 
send  notice  of  meetings  to  each  member  thereof  at  least  two 
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days  before  such  meeting,  and  shall  keep  a  record  of  their  pro- 
ceedings. He  shall  give  notice  to  those  bodies  which  have  the 
right  to  appoint  Trustees  one  month  before  the  expiration  of 
the  term  of  the  Trustees  appointed  by  them.  He  shall  have  the 
custody  of  the  seal  of  the  Corporation  and  shall  receive  such 
annual  compensation  for  his  services  as  may  be  decided  upon 
by  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  elect  a  Director  of  the 
Museum,  a  Principal  of  the  Schools,  an  Assistant  Treasurer  and 
such  other  officers  as  may  be  necessary,  and  shall  define  their 
respective  duties  and  fix  their  compensation. 

IV.  Committees. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  in  each  year  elect  by  ballot 
fourteen  of  their  members  to  serve  as  an  Executive  Committee, 
of  which  five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  with  full 
authority  to  transact  business. 

It  shall  select  its  Chairman  and  shall  have  power  to  extin- 
guish ground  rents,  satisfy  mortgages,  transfer  stock  and  loans, 
and  generally  to  transact  the  current  business  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees.  It  shall  make  a  full  report  of  its  actions  to  each  stated 
or  special  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  elect  three  of  their  members 
to  serve  as  Chairmen  of  the  Standing  Committees.  These  Chair- 
men shall  appoint  their  own  Standing  Committees. 

Any  member  of  the  Corporation  may  be  appointed  to  the 
Standing  Committees. 

The  Standing  Committees  shall  be: 

1.  A  Committee  on  the  Museum,  of  fifteen  members,  who 
shall  have  charge  of  all  objects  in  the  Museum,  and  of  their 
arrangement  and  exhibition. 

2.  A  Committee  on  Instruction,  of  eighteen  members,  who 
shall  have  charge  of  the  conduct  and  management  of  the  School. 

3.  A  Committee  on  Finance,  of  five  members,  who  shall 
devise  plans  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Museum  and  School 
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and  attend  to  all  other  financial  matters  which  may  be  referred 
to  them  by  the  Executive  Committee  or  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  Standing  Committees  shall  examine  and  approve,  if 
correct,  all  bills  relating  to  their  respective  departments,  and 
make  reports  of  their  proceedings  by  minutes  or  otherwise  at 
the  stated  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Any  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  or  of  any 
Standing  Committee,  who  shall  have  been  absent  from  two 
successive  meetings  without  a  sufficient  reason  given  therefor, 
may,  after  due  notice,  be  dropped  from  the  Committee  and 
another  person  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

Any  vacancy  in  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  filled  by 
the  President. 

Any  vacancy  in  a  Standing  Committee  shall  be  filled  by  the 
Chairman  of  that  Committee. 

There  shall  also  be  an  Associate  Committee  of  Women  to 
assist  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  carrying  out  the  aims  and  objects 
of  the  institution,  in  looking  after  the  welfare  of  the  students, 
in  raising  funds,  and  in  performing  such  other  duties  as  may 
arise  and  be  approved  by  the  Trustees. 

The  Associate  Committee  of  Women  may  have  a  represen- 
tation on  the  Board  of  Trustees,  not  to  exceed  five  members,  one 
of  whom  shall  be  the  President  of  the  said  Committee ^ 


V.  Indebtedness.

warrants  for  their  payment  shall  be  drawn  on  the  Treasurer. 


VI.  Meetings. 

At  all  meetings  of  the  Corporation  the  number  of  members 
present  in  person  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  trans- 
action of  business  shall  be  fifteen,  and  at  such  meetings  every 
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Annual  Member,  who  is  not  in  arrears  for  dues  for  one  year, 
and  every  Benefactor,  Patron,  Fellow  for  Life,  Fellow,  Life, 
Sustaining,  and  Contributing  Member  shall  be  entitled  to  one 
vote  in  person. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  held  on 
the  second  Monday  of  June  in  each  year,  at  such  place  and  hour 
as  the  President  shall  determine.  The  annual  reports  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Treasurer  shall  be  submitted  to  such 
meeting,  and  after  their  consideration  the  election  of  Trustees  to 
fill  the  place  of  those  whose  term  of  office  expires  and  of  any 
place  made  vacant  during  the  year  shall  then  be  held.  The 
Chairman  shall  appoint  two  tellers  to  conduct  the  election,  which 
shall  be  by  ballot. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  so  elected  shall  meet  for  organiza- 
tion immediately  after  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Corporation, 
or  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible,  and  thereafter  quarterly  or 
monthly,  as  they  may  elect. 

Stated  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  held 
on  such  day  or  days  in  each  month,  except  July  and  August,  as 
may  be  from  time  to  time  determined  by  the  Committee. 

Each  Standing  Committee  shall  meet  once  every  month, 
except  in  July  and  August,  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be 
appointed  by  its  Chairman. 

VII.  Special  Meetings. 

Special  meetings  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  called  at  any 
time  upon  an  order  of  the  President,  or  upon  the  written  demand 
of  five  members,  stating  the  object  of  the  meeting. 

Special  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  called 
at  any  time  upon  an  order  of  the  President,  or  upon  the  written 
demand  of  three  members  thereof,  stating  the  object  of  the 
meeting. 

Special  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  called 
at  any  time  upon  an  order  of  the  President,  or  of  its  Chairman, 
or  upon  the  written  demand  of  three  members  thereof,  stating  the 
object  of  the  meeting. 
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At  special  meetings  no  other  subjects  than  those  specified 
in  the  written  demand,  which  shall  also  be  expressed  in  the 
notices,  shall  be  considered. 

VIII.  Order  of  Business.
